As a result of 
this referendum , 9 7.2 per cent of 
those voting favored wheat m arket­ 
ing quotas for 19 41. The national 
vote was approximately 80 per cent 
in favor of the marketing quotas. 
The wheat marketing quotas are ap­ 
plicab le only to the farms which are 
overplanted in 19 41. Each overplant­ 
ed producer will b e required to pay 
a tax equal to approximately

Merchants who sell cotton goods, 
are not going to let merchants who 
sell foods get ahead of them. 
You 
see 
in the multiplicity of 
schemes to hand out aid to folks, 
there is also a system of disb ursing 
clothing in various amounts, in the 
same order as foods 
or 
“surplus 
commodities” have b een 
dealt out 
b efore the Orange and Blue Stamps 
were given instead. 
A considerab le b it of goods are 
going free to b olster those who are 
considered recipients of aid. Most of 
this clothing is 
made 
of 
cotton 
hence there is a movement on now 
to distrib ute Cotton Stamps in lieu 
of the actual goods. Then the re­ 
ceiver will take his cotton stamp and 
b uy such material or 
ready-made 
goods as the plan set up. 
Here is what we started out 
to 
tell: 
“The Cotton Stamp program 
will 
b e discussed b y a representative of 
the Surplus 
Marketing 
Association

Told By Food Ex pert 


Answering President 
Roosev elt’s 
appeal for improv ed diet, Albertine 
Berry of Dallas, home economics di­ 
rector for Lone Star Gas Sy stem 
and home 
serv ice 
chairman 
for 
American Gas Association, su ggests 
way s by which foods and 
cooking 
adv isors can strengthen a fighting 
nation. To obtain high food v alu e 
menu s at minimu m cost she u rges 
edu cation on wise planning, proper 
bu y ing of foods, pu rchasing from re­ 
liable food sou rces, protection 
of 
food by proper storage, and 
what 
foods are 
av ailable and the 
best 
way s of preparing them. 
She listed the following as a ty p­ 
ical high food v alu e menu of com­ 
parativ ely low cost: 
Breakfast—• baked 
pears, 
fried 
mu sh, m argarine, cane 
sy ru p, 
hot 
milk, coffee, cream, su gar. 
Lu nch— cream potato sou p, raw 
carrots, crisp toast, margarine, bread 
pu dding with raisins. 
Dinner— stew of beef, 
potatoes, 
carrots and onions; cabbage 
slaw 
topped with dressing of salt, su gar, 
milk and 
v inegar; 
whole 
wheat 
bread, m argarine, fru it tapioca, milk 
to drink. 
Miss Berry said the food dollar 
shou ld be div ided into 
fiv e 
parts 
with 15 cents for milk and cheese: 
25 cents for v egetables and fru its; 
20 cents for flou r, wheat, corn meal 
oats, rice, grits, bread and 
other 
grain foods; 20 cents for 
bu tter 
lard, other fats, and su gar and mo­ 
lasses, and 20 cents for meat, fish 
and eggs. For a family with child­ 
ren the milk and cheese allotment 
shou ld be increased 10 cents on the 
dollar, she said. 
"Home serv ice workers can 
co­ 
operate with local, 
cou nty , 
state 
and Federal agencies in promoting 
better health throu gh proper diet,” 
she ex plained. "Any work that 
will 
biu ld and keep the health of child­ 
ren— ou r nation of the fu tu re— is 
to 
be 
particu larly 
recommended. 
Home serv ice workers can help 
in 
the emergency by (1) dispensing in­ 
formation on food 
and 
nu trition; 
(2) promotion of the u se of su rplu s 
commodities by 
families 
needing 
and eligible to receiv e them; (3) as­ 
sisting in menu planning for meals 
cooked and serv ed in school; and,
